Editor At 
U of Alberta 
Keeps Seat 

EDMONTON, Jan. 22 (CUP) — 
The students Council of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta Tuesday night 
refused to let the editor of the 
student newspaper give up his 
non-voting seat on the Council. 

Joe Clark, Editor, of the Gate-, 
way, had asked that he no longer 
be required to sit as a member 
of Council. He suggested that the 
editor serves no good purpose on 
the Alberta Council and that his 
presence might be used to levy 
undue influence upon the opinions 
and the editorial freedom of the 
paper. 

Councilors contended that no such 
influence had occurred In the past, 
and suggested that there was little 
danger of it coming now. The} 
also said that it was convenient for 
Council to have the editor on hand 
so ho could report on the activi- 
ties of his paper. 

The Gateway is the only major 
student organization with a seat 
on Council. Clark argued that If 
the paper should sit and report, 
so should other groups financed 
by the students union. ' 

Hqwever, councilors said the 
newspaper was different from other 
students union organizations be- 
cause of its activity and influence. 

During the debate P. J. Clooney, 
NFCUS Chairman at Alberta, said 
"it would be a. great tragedy" iî 
the editor were allowed to leave 
Council. Clooney- suggested the 
editor asked to be taken off council 
for "selfish reasons," but did not 
elaborate. 

In the final vote, only one coun- 
cilor supported. the motion that the 
editor be allowed to relinquish his 
seat. Twelve, me nVber s voted 
against the motion and bine abs- 



The meeting, which wlU be 
chaired by Dr. D.L. Mordell, Dean 
of the Faculty of Engineering, will 
begin with an address by the So- 
viet Ambassador. This is to be 
followed by, a period of questions 
from the floor which, should prove 
to be both Interesting and informa- 
tive. 

Dr. Aroutunian is one of the So- 
viet Unions foremost educators. 
He Is a doctor of economics and 
political economy and has edited 
a number of research works deal- 
ing with his subject. The Soviet am- 
bassador has also attended seve- 
ral international conferences In- 
cluding the U.N. San Francisco 
Conference In '45 and the Paris 
Peace Conference of '46. 

Dean Mordell, the chairman of 
the meeting, is a graduate of Cam- 
bridge where he received his M.A. 
He Joined the staff of McGill after 
the war and was made Dean of 
the Faculty of Engineering in 
1957. 



The Debating Union pointed out 
that this address should be of 
great interest to all students in 
light of the recent criticisms of 
our educational system In compa- 
rison to that of the Soviet Union. 
The speech will advance a diffe- 
rent viewpoint on this topic as it 
will come from the Soviet side of 
the fence. 

The address is part of the Deba- 
ting Union's public debate series 
which is run each year to bring 
both Interesting and . topical sub- 
jects before the student body and 
the public at large. 



McGill Prof Heads 




Prof. Eric William Kierans, Director of the School of Commerce, has been 
appointed the new president of the Montreal Stock Exchange and Canadian Stock 
Exchange, it was announced at a press conference today. At age 46, he succeeds Henry 
G. Norman who resigned last October. 



On assuming his new duties, 
Prof. Kierans will sever his con- 
nection with McGill at' the con- 
clusion of the current academic 
year. He will be officially ins- 
talled in his new office in April. 

When contacted by the McGill 
Dally, Prof. Kierans had this to 
say on the future of Canada: "It 
is quite clear that one of the 
problems facing Canada in the 
next decade will be that of fi- 
nancing her economic growth. 
Strong capital markets which 
will translate the savings of Ca- 
nadians into investment in their 
basic industries and natural re- 
sources is essential if wc are to 
take full advantage of our op- 
portunities for development. Se- 
curity Exchanges make liquid 
the securities of these investors 
and inspire confidence. The Ex- 
changes have many plans which 
will strenghten their position in 
the financial structure of Ca- 
nada". 

' In introducing Prof. Kierans 
to the.press, E. H. McAteer, chair- 
man of the Montreal Stock Ex- 
change, said that the Exchange 
is very fortunate to acquire "the 
special Investment talents of Mr. 
Kierans which will now be ma- 
de available to the Investment in- 
dustry." 

Prof. Kierans said that while 
he had acquired certain views 
with respect to Investment at 
McGill, nonetheless it WlU take 
a little time to study and apply 
them to the Investment industry 
generally. 
The new president brings a 
vast background of business ex- 



perience to his new post. He has 
been active in economics, com- 
merce, money and hanking. In

company which he still owns.

Dignitaries 
Speak At 
Gen-Nite

Six eminent representatives of 
the business world spoke at Gen- 
Nite yesterday on the various 
fields open to graduates of Com- 
merce. 

The first speaker of the eve- 
ning was Mr. Howard Ross, C.A., 
O.B.E., and Senior Partner of 
Ross Touche & Co., Chartered 
Accountants, who discussed the 
field of Accounting, which ho 
called tho "language of busi- 
ness." He pointed out that ma- 
nagement looks to the Publie 
Accountant; banks and credit 
houses rely on him to give a 
professional opinion of the com- 
pany's worth. Accounting also 
leads to the field of General Busi- 
ness Managements, as many prom- 
inent executives are. C.A. r s. 

Mr. Ross cited the qualities of 
good judgment and integrity as 
the necessities for a career as a 
C.A. 

The "Intangible" field of In- 
vestment was the topic expound- 
ed on. by Mr. Hamilton Bolton, 
President of Bolton Tremblay tt 
Co., Investment Consultants. This 
field can be entered in a number 
of ways, and many CA.'s are to- 
day participating in It.

part for a number of years," said 
Mr. Bolton, "because profits are 
not Immediately forthcoming, as 
in other fields."

The fifth speaker, Mr. J. M. 
McAvity, D.S.O.. M.B-E., Chair- 
man of the House of Seagram, dis- , 
cussed Business Administration.' 

Some of the qualities be deem* 
ed necessary for , a career in 
Management were the- ability tè 
control oneself, to think ahead, 
and to make prompt and accurate 
decisions. 

Mr. n. C. Coleman, director of 
the Placement Service., was the 
final speaker. He expounded em 
how to get a Job after graduaUoi 
in one of the many fields open- 
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Courting Politics 

As we have already said, the proposed student court 
should be seriously investigated by the Students* Exe- 
cutive Council. We have pointed out some benefits of the 
plan, and Wednesday we discussed certain modifications. 
In this editorial certain of the disadvantages of such an 
institution will be mentioned. 

One of the main ideas of the court was to put it 
above "student politics". Jt must be considered, however, 
that law students are among the most active extra-curri- 
cularly on the McGill campus. There is always the danger 
of formerly active students being appointed to the court. 
This could very easily lead to accusations of bias on the 
part of the court. Conceivably, the proposed organization 
would be a body of "stature". Would not the prestige of 
the post of student justice lead to "political" manoeuv- 
ring for such an appointment? The moment such an ap- 
pointment became even the slightest bit political, the 
prestige, and hence the purpose of the court, would be 
destroyed. For if the court were to he a political organ- 
ization, far better it be representative of the campus as 
is. the SEC, rather than being a sélect group of law stu- 
dents. 

There are other practical aspects which will rjose 
problems. The court, we suppose, would bè of especial 
value on emergency issues which were brought to its 
attention. Now fourth year law students work in the day- 
time, and attend classes at night. How could such a group 
assemble at short notice? Where would its members find 
the time? And if the students were chosen from lower 
years, the risk of political tinges would be even stronger. 

If the court were to become merely another student 
organization, subject to the usual campus gossip of 
"blocs", "politics",' etc. it would be defeating its purpose. 
In discussing the entire plan the Council will have to 
consider whether McGill is mature enough to accept such 
a court without politicking, whether we really need a 
court, and whether the practical difficulties can be over- 



come.

Proposed Amendments For 
Women's Union Constitution

be a Special Open Meeting of 
the Women's Union at which the 
following proposed amendments 
of the Women's Union constitu- 
tion .will be presented. 

ARTICLE lj iMEMBERSHIP: "All' 
female undergraduate*, graduates and 
partial students shall be members of 
tbs Womfen'i Union." - ' 
ARTICLE 4, FEES: "The BtudenU*j 
Society shall! pay to the Women's 
Union annually, lor every woman re- 
gular undergraduate, graduate or par- 
tial student a' sum equal to not leas 
than ten per centum (10%) ol the 
minimum annual fee collected from 
every woman regular undergraduate.
